Capitalism,— The  Old  Subterfuges. 

Special  Dispatch  to  the  Journal: 

Boston,  Sept.  9.— The  political  agita¬ 
tors  on  the  Common  continue  to  give 
evidence  of  wonderful  vitality.  To-day, 
whdn  the  heat  drove  everybody  to  some 
breathing  place,  they  were  rewarded 
with  a  more  numerous  crowd  than  has 
been  seen  about  the  band  stand  since 
Swift  departed,  and  the  popular  con¬ 
certs  were  discontinued.  As  many  as 
two  hundred  listened  to  O’Neil  and  Mrs. 
Merrifield,  while  Putney  and  his  assist¬ 
ant  had  hardly  fewer  on  the  neighbor¬ 
ing  knoll.  The  religious  exhorters  were 
also  favored  with  good-sized  audiences, 
especially  those  whose  exhortations 
were  softened  with  song.  It  is  worthy 
of  note  that  several  of  those  who  have 
gloated  during  the  past  over  Swift’s 
most  rabid  utterances,  were  to-day  list¬ 
ening,  apparently  much  soothed,  to  the 
music  made  by  the  gentler  possessors 
pf  some  very  tuneful  voices. 

But  the  mission  of  these  preachers  Is 
to  foster  nothing  more  interesting  than 
peace  and  good-will.  Their  appeals  are 
all  made  to  their  hearers’  better  nature, 
and  hence  they  are  only  side-shows  to 
the  greater  attractions  offered  by  the 
apostles  of  discontent.  The  latter  say 
nothing  new  nowadays,  but  they  ap¬ 
parently  do  not  need  to;  the  old  subter¬ 
fuges  meet  with  sufficient  encourage¬ 
ment.  And  yet  It  would  be  rash  to  as¬ 
sert  that  they  are  all  believers  who 
listen  week  after  week  to  O’Neil,  Putney 
and  Mrs.  Merrifield.  There  are  some 
stock  phrases  uttered  at  every  oppor¬ 
tunity,  that  could  be  reduced  to  ab¬ 
surdity  by  a  Patagonian,  to  the.  com¬ 
plete  satisfaction  of  even  a  Dowell  In¬ 
stitute  audience.  But  doubtless  in  the 
very  boldness  of  these  utterances  lies 
their  charm,  while  the  prospect  of  being 
tenderly  fostered  by  a  paternal  Gov¬ 
ernment  is  alluring  to  many  who  have 
?  long  been  vainly  seeking  for  the  way 
i  to  get  everything  for  nothing.  For  it 
1  Is  that  philosophy,  at  bottom,  which  all 
*  these  agitators  preach.  “We  would  or- 
iganize  the  wage-earners  to  do  away 
tv.ith  Individual  capitalism,”  they  say, 
'seeking  to  become  capitalists  all,  In 
order  to  effect  an  organization  of  the 
Twage  workers,”  these  agitators  ex¬ 
pend  all  their  ingenuity  in  seeking  to 
lonvince  the  “workingman”  that  he  is 
trampled  to  death  under  the  iron  heel  of 
tapitalism.”  Clumsily  or  boldly,  accord¬ 
ing  to  their  ability,  the  speakers  sketch 
a  terrible  picture,  worthy  of  a  historian 
.If  prr-lie  volutionary  days  In 

T>  ^nce,  depicting  the  starving  wage/ 
learner  cowering  under  the  lash  of  the/ 
1\  rant  employer,  who  is,  perforce,  a  cap/ 
itajlst,  a  plutocrat,  and  hence  every¬ 
thing  odious.  Not  only  political  parties, 
Tuft  the  whole  system  of  government 
is  denounced,  and  the  whole  system 
of  society,  for  the  reason  that  every 
.man  is  not  as  rich  as  his  neighbor. 

‘The  working  class  must  take  posses¬ 
sion  of  this  Government!”  yells  O’Neil. 
Then,  he  goes  on,  they  shall  haye  jus¬ 
tice.  Nowr,  when  they  protest  against 
starvation  in  the  midst  of  plenty,  the

“Beware,  therefore,  of  middle!'  .ss  move¬ 
ments — “farmers’  ”  movements— C  -eenback” 
movements,  "Populist”  movemeif*  and  all 
such  so-called  “reform”  movomp*  — through 
which  aspiraut  capitalists,  bankrupt  r  iculators, 
indebted  skinners  of  labors  and  detuning  poli¬ 
ticians  would  ride  upon  your  shouldei1  to  wealth 
and  power,  leaving  you  forever  in  wC-e  slavery. 

"Down,  once  for  all,  with  tomfoolery  of  any 
sort.  Don’t  allow  your  own  true,  .  lain,  sim¬ 
ple,  honest  ‘Labor  Movement,’  non'  universal 
.  and  everywhere  uncompromising,  t>  be  here 
|  side-tracked  by  the  ‘money  issue,'  ‘the  ‘tariff 
issue’  or  any  such  fraudulent,  Capitalistic 
‘isue,’  calculated  to  divide  the  wage-working 
class  against  itself  on  election  daft  for  the 
benefit  and  glorv  of  Its  exploiters." 

“THE  TARIFF  QUESTION 

“Other  ‘reformers’  tell  you  that  what  you 
need  is  ‘free  trade’  in  order  to  ge:  cheaper 
necessaries  and  thus  increase  the  purchasing 
power  of  your  wages,  while  others  main  tell 
you  that  what  you  need  is  ‘protectin’— i.  e.. 
a  higher  tariff  than  ever— In  ordei  to  get 
steadier  employment  and  higher  wage-. 

"But  it  makes  no  difference,  except  to  the 
traders  themselves,  whether  their  trade  is 
•free’  or  ‘protected.’  Under  neithet  system 
does  labor  enjoy  freedom  or  protection,  but. 
under  both  the  necessities  and  helpletsness  of 
the  laborer  are  mercilessly  traded  upoi. 

“The  end  of  all  trade  competition  is  of 
necessity  capitalistic  concentration.  Combina¬ 
tion  and  trustification.  Under  a  system  of  pro¬ 
tected  domestic  competition  the  trusts,  ':t  first, 
are  national.  Under  a  system  of  free  interna¬ 
tional  competition  they  soon  become  jiterna- 
tional.  ,  c 

"The  free  trader  who  speaks  to  lou  of 
cheaper  goods  is  a  downright  bamboozle?.  For 
his  true  object  is  higher  profits  for  himself, 
which  he  cannot  get  but  by  lowering  your 
wages  to  a  greater  extent  than  bis  prlcds. 

"The  protectionist  who  speaks  to  y>u  of 
higher  wages  is  likewise  an  impudent  tom- 
fooler.  For  his  sole  object  is  also  higher  profits, 
which  he  cannot  get  hut  by  raising  bis  prices 
in  a  higher  degree  than  your  wages. 

"The  protectionist  politician  who  a  aims 
that  in  imposing  a  tariff  on  foreign  goods  his 
purpose  is  to  elevate  you  above  the  ‘pkuper 
labor’  of  foreign  countries  is  made  of  the 
same  fraudulent  dust  as  the  free  trade  politician 
who  talks  grandiloquently  of  unrestricted  ,•  oni- 
merce  as  the  means  of  elevating  the  v hole 
human  race.  Each  is  iu  the  service  a 
capitalistic  faction,  and  both  factions,  evsr  so 
opposed  to  each  other,  seek  equally  to  pauper¬ 
ize  the  laborer.  Both  procure  anywhere '  the 
cheapest  labor  they  can  get.  Both  use  ma¬ 
chinery,  not  for  the  elevation,  but  for  the 
degradation  of  the  wage-working  class.  I 

“Fellow  toilers:  Down  with  trade  of  anv 
sort.  What  we  need  is  ‘Equitable  Exchange 
in  ‘Universal  Freedom  and  Co-operation:  that 
is,  the  exchange,  without  trade  profits  or  tariff 
taxation,  of  the  products  of  one  day  s  labor  fin 
any  country,  for  the  products  of  one  day  s  labor 
in  any  other  count  ry. 

“While  the  workers  of  one  continent  need 
no  protection  against  the  workers  of  a  not  her 
continent, ,  the  workers .  everywhere  at e  in  sad 
need  of  mutual  protection  against  the  capital¬ 
ists  of  the  whole  world. 

“But  a  new  light  is  dawning  upon  the  op- 
nressed  of  the  earth.  We  shall  no  lougei  go 
Rick,  alternately,  from  protection  to  free  trade 
and  from  free  trade  to  protection,  f™ni  silver 
to  gold  and  from  gold  to  silver,  fr0“ 
in  one  form  to  slavery  in  another  form.  We 
shall  go  onward,  united  and,  therefore,  irresisti¬ 
ble,  from  capitalism  to  Socialism. 

Doubtless,  encouraged  by  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  his  predecessors,  a  new  calamity 
shrleker  put  in  an  appearance  to-'1 ’UN 
near  the  band  stand.

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and  the  House  of  Correction.  It  should 
be  called  the  State  Hospital  for  the 
Insane,  it  should  he  provided  with  Suit¬ 
able  hospital  facilities  for  the  treatment 
of  all  classes  and  forms  of  insanity,  it 
should  be  placed  under  the  executive 
control  of  a  medical  superintendent, 
subject  only  to  the  Board  of  Slate 
Charities  and  Corrections;  it  should 
have  a,  sufficient  resident  medical 
staff,  and  it  should  be  made  in  all  re¬ 
spects  to  challenge  comparison  with 
similar  charitable  instituions  in  other 
States.  To  accomplish  this  the  Rhode 
Island  Medical  Society  would  suggest 
that  what  is  now  known  as  the  Work- 
house  and  House  of  Correction  be  in 
future  called  the  State  Farm,  and  that 
the  State  Hospital  be  separated  fiom 
the  corporate  limits  of  an  establishment, 
provided  by  the  law  for  petty  criminals 
and  delinquents.  The  importance  of 
this  matter  will  most  readily  be  appre¬ 
ciated  by  a  reference  to  t>ie  last  report 
of  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and 
Corrections,  which  shows  that  on  Jan. 
1,  5871.  there  were  in  the  State  Asylum 
but  118  patients,  whereas  on  Jan.  1,  1894, 
there  were  580,  an  average  yearly  in¬ 
crease  in  patients  under  care  in  excess 
of  discharges  and  deaths  of  about  20. 
Supposing  the  same  rates  to  obtain  for 
the  succeeding  10  years  and  we  see  that 
by  1904  the  State  will  have  nearly  800 
insane  for  whom  it  must  provide. 
Should,  therefore,  the  authorities  begin 
at  once  and  work  continuously  till  the 
end  of  the  next  decennial  period  they 
will  no  more  than  meet  the  demands 
that  will  certainly  be  made  ipon  the 
State,  and  in  order  that  these  provisions 
shall  he  wisely  and  scientifically  ac¬ 
complished  this  society,  on  behalf  of  the 
medical  profession  which  it  represents, 
on  behalf  of  the  insane  whom  it  will 
be  obliged  to  place  in  the  State  Institu¬ 
tion,  on  behalf  of  the  families  of  the 
same  and  in  the  name  of  that  broad 
and  enlightened  philanthropy  which 
should  govern  in  relation  to  all  mat¬ 
ters  of  public  charity  and  benevolence, 
ask  that  the  reorganization  of  the  State 
Asylum  for  the  Insane  be  made  at  the 
earliest  practicable  day. 

Dr.  William  H.  Palmer,  Dr.  Charles 
O’Beary  and  Dr.  William  A.  Gorton  also 
spoke  most  earnestly  in  support  of  the 
measures  advocated  in  Dr.  Ely’s  ad¬ 
dress.  Then,  upon  motion  of  Dr.  Ely, 
seconded  by  Dr‘.  E.  P.  Stimson  of  Tiver¬ 
ton,  it  was  unanimously  voted  that  a 
committee  be  appointed  to  bring  this 
whole  subject  before  the  Board  of  State 
Charities  and  Corrections,  and  also  be¬ 
fore  the  General  Assembly.  The  com¬ 
mittee  was  elected  as  follows:  The 
President  of  the  society.  Dr.  Robert  F. 
Noyes;  the  two  Vice  Presidents,  Dr. 
E.  P.  Clark  of  Hope  Valiev  and  Dr. 
William  A.  Gorton;  also  Dr.  Henry  E 
Turner  of  Newport,  Dr.  G.  W.  Jenckes 
of  Woonsocket,  Dr.  Albert  Potter  of 
Chepachet,  Dr.  Charles  O’Leary  of 
Providence,  Dr.  William  H.  Palmer  of 
Providence,  Dr.  L.  F.  C.  Garvin"  of 
Lonsdale.  The  society  then  adiourned 
and  took  steamer  to  Field’s  Point  for 
an.  excellent  dinner.

favorites:  he  seldom  fails  to  paint  the 
bloody  wickedness  of  His  Royal  Fat¬ 
ness,  Grover  Cleveland,  as  displayed 
in  the  killing  of  those  two  in  Chi¬ 
cago.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  can¬ 
not  be  many  who  uo  not  know  the  cir¬ 
cumstances,  but  O’Neil  dishes  out 
his  version  as  careless  of  con¬ 
tradiction  as  if  he  were  fresh 
from  a  Corean  battlefield.  O’Neil 
claimed  to-day  that  he  told  the  truth 
because  he  wanted  no  office  from  poli¬ 
ticians.  He  was  running  for  Congress, 
and  he  didn’t  care  if  somebody  else 
had  captured  the  caucus,  he  would  con¬ 
tinue  to  run  just  the  same.  He  didn’t 
think  “the  people”  were  quite  the 
nonentities  the  politicians  considered 
them.  Crying  out  against  the  arbitra¬ 
tion  by  soldiers  of  the  differences  .be¬ 
tween  capital  and  labor,  snorting  at  the 
sight  of  “Federal  bayonets  oointed  at 
the  breasts  of  half-starved  Chicago 
workingmen,”  O’Neil  calls  out  to  the 
people  to  send  him  to  Congress;  then 
let  them  watch  him  and  see  how  he  will 
work  for  the  “unemployed.”  Not  a 
word  is  even  whispered  of  the  destruc¬ 
tion  of  property,  of  the  menace  to  law 
and  order— the  Government  is  easily  the 
prime  law-breaker,  said  law  being  pecu¬ 
liar  ideas  whizzing  about  in  the  heads 
of  all,  from  Debs  to  O’Neil  himself. 

Mrs.  -Merrifield  continues  to  indulge 
her  love  of  fierce  denunciation  of  every¬ 
thing  on  earth,  especially  what  has 
sprung  up  in  this  country,  made  by 
competition  the  worst  in  the  world.'  un¬ 
fortunately  it  was  not  recent  events 
that  moved  her  to  declare  that  we  have 
no  statesmen  to-day,  only  boodle  poli¬ 
ticians.  She  has  been  saying  that  for 
many  moons.  Again  she  pleaded  with 
the  foolish,  misled  producers  of  all 
wealth  to  read,  think,  and  work  for 
their  own  interests,  which  she  explained 
were  first  and  foremost  to  wipe  out 
the  “individual  capitalist”  who  robbed 
them.  She  stamped  as  a  malevolent 
lie  the  statement  that  the  interests  of 


dared,  with  rage  in  her  voice.  With 
the  voicing  of  such  sentiments  she  kept 
the  welkin  ringing  for  almost  an  hour 
at  a  stretch,  a  feat  which  moved  an 
irreverent  but  acute  observer  to  remark 
that  she  did  indeed  have  the  gift  of 
the  gab. 

In  the  other  camp  Putney  sputtered 
Socialism  from  3  o’clock  until  5.  Putney 
has  all  the  theories  at  his  fingers’  ends, 
and  his  verbosity  is  only  hampered  by 
a  very  poor  enunciation.  He  was  re¬ 
lieved  for  a  time  by  an  assistant,  whose 
language  was  even  harder  to  follow. 
Putney  busied  himself  in  the  interval 
distributing  copies  of  a  Socialist-Labor 
“Manifesto  to  the  Tolling  Masses  of 
'America.”  Therein  his  and  O’Neil’s  pet 
arguments  are  set  forth  with  some  clear¬ 
ness  ;  hence  the  following  extract: 

“THE  CHALLENGE. 

“In  his  indecent  baste— not  to  protect  the 
mails,  but  to  serve  the  lawbreaking  corpora¬ 
tions  who  refused  to  do  their  public  duty  until 
their  runaway  slaves  had  been  returned  to  them, 
gagged  and  bound  by  the  public  powers— our 
“Chief  Magistrate”  himself  violated  the  no¬ 
tional  statutes.  Not  until  his  attention  was 
called  by  a  Western  Governor  to  the  flagrant 
violation,  did  he  attempt  a  tardy  and,  there¬ 
fore,  impossible  compliance  with  a  law  which 
plainly  determines  the  first  steps  to  be  taken 
by  the  President  before  ordering  out  the  Fed¬ 
eral  troops.  By  command  of  his  Attorney  Gen¬ 
eral— a  man  soaked  in  corporate  boodle — “drag¬ 
net”  injunctions  were  issued  for  the  avowed 
purpose  of  beheading  the  strike.  State  and 
municipal  rights  were  ignored  wherever  it  ap¬ 
peared  that  the  public  sentiment  was  such  as  to 
keep  the  local  authorities  from  illegally  and 
brutally  exercising  their  police  powers,  not  in 
tbe  repression  of  disorder,  but  in  the  intimida¬ 
tion  of  strikers.  Nothing,  in  short,  was  left 
undone  to  make  it  well  known  that  in  this 
class  struggle  the  Government  was  a  belonging 
of  the!  plutocracy,  and  that  no  such  paper 
chains  ns  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  the 
Constitution  and  the  law  would  bind  or  restrain 
tt.

In  view  of  the  great  advancement  m 
the  methods  of  State  care  oL  tiie  in¬ 
sane,  made  by  almost  every  State  in 
the  Union  during  the  past  decade  the 
members  of  the  Rhode  Island  Med  cal 
Society  deem  it  a  duty  to  call  atten  ion 
of  the  State  Government  and  of  the 
people  generally,  to  the  organizatio  l  of 
the  State  Asylum  for  the  Insant  In 
Cranston.  This  institution,  wisely  es¬ 
tablished  for  the  incurable  insane,  has 
been  from  its  foundation  conducted  as 
a  department  merely  of  the  so-called 
State  Farm.  Undoubtedly  in  the  be¬ 
ginning  this  form  of  organization  .was 
open  to  little  criticism,  the  number  of 
insane  patients  at  the  opening  in  1871 
having  been  but  118,  most  of  whom,  if 
not  the  entire  number,  being  of  the 
quiet,  harmless  and  chronic  class.  With 
the  rapid  increase  in  the  population  of 
Rhode  Island  there  has  been,  since  18<1, 
a  corresponding  increase  in  the  number 
of  insane  persons  calling  for  State  care, 
so  that  at  the  present  time  nearly  six 
hundred  are  within  the  walls  *  of  the 
State  Asylum.  Mindful  of  the  necessi¬ 
ties  of  the  insane  and  aware  of  their 
increasing  numbers,  the  State  authori¬ 
ties  year  by  year  have  jnade  additional 
structural  provision  for  their  cart  and 
treatment  and  have  to  such  an  extent 
raised  the  standard  of  support  tjiat  in
